Murder will out, retrivution will overtake the
crimiunl, and the way of the transeressor shall
be hard. Never were old saviugs more thor-
oughly vindicated than in the result of the weial
¢f Jobn Hanlon for the fiendish marder ot the
jupocent little girl Mary Mohrmun. For s
whole year this large community throbbed with
futile indiguation at the perpetration of so
borrible a deed, and angry despair seemed
o eettle over It when mouth followed
monitbj and vo clue Lo the murderer was
obtained; apd but for his owu acts, following
the bent of his brutal psssions; he mignt have
lived on and died a vatural death, aud an out-
roged law would never have been revenged.
But Provideuce made him the lpstrument of hig
own detection and destruction, and, afier sery-
ing oune year's imprisonment for & kKiodred erime,
be was brought to the bar of justice w answer
for the death of this child. He progured the
sorvices of two learned gentlemen, brilliant
lghts of our talented bar, aud his trial was
connected with wonderful skill. Every privi-
lege, every presumplion was givem him, every

mwade no atlempt 0 eneroach npon any right
sccorded bim by the Jaw, and il any sueh at-
tempt had been made, it would bave met with &
firm reslstanes from his counsel, Fairly and
impariially he was tried by twelve as honora-
hle, inwelligent, and conseientions men as eould
have been selected from any eommunity.

tives, The jury eame In looking grave, wearled,
and even exhausted: several ol them were no-
tieed to be unurnally pale, Thelr names wore
called of by Mr. Bull, the crier, and then Mr.
Galton, the clerk, asked: —‘Gentlemen of the
jury, have yon agreed upon a verdict ¥

Mr. Christman, acting as foreman, answered
io a low, subdued tone of volee, **We have.™

Here the silence throughout the entire place
Lecame nlmoet painful.

The prisover and the jurors were directed to
etand up.

The prisoner's counsel moved to have the jury
polled, which was ordered by the Court, and
each juror gave his vole emphatically as the
foreman had glven it.

The verdict was then recorded and read, and
the jurors and prizsoner resnmed their seats,
tome of the former being affected to tears by
the awful eolemnity of the scene they were en-
acting—Dbut the Iatter, the condemned wroetel,
was as bard sod unmoved as a statue, not a
nerve was seen to quiver to indicate the
elizhtest emotton. The jurors shook hands
with counsel on both eides in the manner of
men who had, with the fear of God before them,
faithfully and justly discharged a great and
fearful duty, and then hastened to thelr homes,
one, ulas! to find that daring his absence in the
service of the public he had lost a dear brother,
who was bul yesterday covered by the grave.
One gentleman, a peighbor of Judge Ludlow's,
received an intimation that some dire ealamity
had bappeacd in his family, and he rushed back
into the court room in the greatest agitation
and besought the Judge to tell him trauly what it
was, and his Honor had eome dlfficulty in
necuring him that bis alarm was groundiess and
hi# loved ones were well,

The prisoner was hurried from the dock inte
the van and then hastily driven to prison. A
few moments after his departure his sisters
came in, and upon learning the resnlt gave
utieranee to the most piteous and heart-rending
monns and sobs. They were with commendable
gentleness conducted by the officers into one of
the ante-roome,

The erowd now slowly dispersed, and esoon
the monotonous, dull Quarter Sessions business
wns pul into motion. The jurors who were
confived in the court house geventeen daya and
nights, expreseed themselves satlsfied with and
grateful for the attention bestowed upon them,
and the puing taken to secure their eomfort,

of

They had good sleeping accommodations,
Were well fed, and the oflicers
who had them in charge were

alwaye ready and willing to do anything to ren-
der their poeition easy. They were contented
with all, and were enabled to give the case
their whole attention, and after a severe lahor
bave acquitted themselves in guch a manaer
that their coneciences will ever be at rest upon
this eubject.

BosTox, Nov. 17.—The Rev, Mr, RBaldwin, & young
migsionary lately returned from China, where he
has been laboring for twelve years spoke in the
Bromfield Street Church st night, giving an Ac-
count of matters connectad with the Methodist
missicn work in that country., After describing
some of the diMiculties attending the missionary
work, he sald there wore no converts daring the
fires ten years, but there are now nearly 2000 native
Christians, and among them many ministers and
lay preachers, who sometinies endure ustold perse-
cnljony,

The Methodists have three prinolpal mission sta-
tions, the largest being at Fonchow. The mission-
aries in China ook upon the Buriingame mission in
8 different lght from that in which it is viewed b
most people in this country. The Mandarine wan
the treaty of 1560 Lo remain as it was, and not to be
reviged at the end of ten ;ulﬂ, according to
ment, and to accowplish this end thelr chief head
offercd the Buriingeme mission to foreign nations,
as no Mandarin of her Oret-class could accept iL; he
was to recelve forty thousand dollars, He
was  Ingtriucted to make his  uew  treaty
as nearly like the old one as possible, bhat the people
In China were astonished at the first report of his
speeches that came o them, to the efect that Cluna
wanted rallroads, telegraphs, and all modern im-
provements, and offered to the Americans the inslde
truck in thelr construction; whereas such things
were far from being the real wishes of the mane
darins of China, and the treaty was found, on come-
parison  with the old one, to difer only In
thie, that WLen China was ready to  bulld
raliroads that Awmericans shonld be allowed
to furnigh engineers, eto,, for the work; but the nn.

derstanding the Americans had from Burlin-
game's speeches and mgt‘ﬂwutnllwu led them, and
the Enghsh and French altorwards, to give direc-

tions in behalf of Chive; that no gunboats on the
Chinese coast should exact repsration for injaries
on the epot, but that such injuaries should re-
ported to the Minister at Pekin, and thet he in turn
should recelve nstroctions from the home govern-
ment before action should be mken sgailnst China
excepting only casca which fovolved the lives of
foreigh citizens,

China construed these instruoctions as indieations of
backing down on tne part of the treaty making
powerg, Instead of Indications of magnanimity as
they were intended, and the people very naturally
consicer that as any injury they might do coald not
be pumshed tor nearly & year, it was & most favor-
able oppor unity to drive a!l ferecigners out of China.
This Is really his defense of all of the Chinese, as
those on the apot cannot fall to see, and this was
the cause of the late terrible massacre there,
